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Regarding claim 1 , the amended claim does not place the application in condition for allowance because the amended limitations referring 
to "agent" does not have an antecedent basis in claim 1 . It is unclear whether the agent is considered part of or one of the holding or 
bidding entities. Therefore, the amended language to claim 1 renders the claim indefinite. Similar analysis applies to claim 19 and all 
pending dependent claims. 

Regarding claim 1, the amended limitations are unclear as to what the redistribution is based on. The final step of independent claim 1 
states, "redistribution of said supply of said holding entities among said bidding entities based on said negotiating, wherein said 
redistribution is based upon a proportion of said supply held by said holding entity using ah olding price...." Therefore it is not clear 
whether the redistribution is based on the the negotiation or based upon a proportion of said supply held by a hodling entity using a 
holding price or both. Similar analysis applies to claim 19 and all pending dependent claims. 

Also regarding claim 1, the amended limitations lack a tangible result. In order to be a tangible result, the process must produce a real- 
world result. The final step of independent claim 1 states, "redistribution of said supply of said holding entities among said bidding entities 
based on said negotiating, wherein said redistribution is based upon a proportion of said supply held by said holding entity using ah olding 
price...." This step is not considered tangible because it could be considered to be abstract or merely encompassed in thoughts. 
Therefore claim 1 does not produce a real world result. Similar analysis applies to all claims dependent from claim 1.
